1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The applicant's title limits the cooling device for cooling an exposure device 
which seems to be to limiting in view of claim 5 and additionally, the title calls for a 
producing method which is not claimed anymore. 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 7, insert 
■•in-- after "flowing 0 . Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mazura. 
Mazura teach a cooling apparatus housing including a pair of frame side 

members 2 (only one being shown in the figures) separated by a gap so that cooling 
air can flow between them and one of the side members has a plurality of holes 4 as 
seen in the Figure. A cover member 5 covers part of the holes so at a particular 
cooling air flow can be selected depending on the desire of the user. Electrical 
equipment exists between the side frame members in order to be cooled by the 
cooling air flow. It is noted that applicant has no limitations to limit claim 1 to an 
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"image forming" apparatus and thus this is deemed an intended use given little 
patentable weight. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (l) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Koplin. 

Koplin teach a cooling apparatus housing including a bottom frame with a 
plurality of openings fitted by a grommet 24 which can vary the opening size by 
adjusting the grommet discs 30,32 (see Fig.5), and a top frame 8 having a plurality 
of openings 12 (see Fig.l) which can be fitted by a perforated plate, a solid plate, a 
fan, or a variable opening grommet (see Fig.4A - 4D). An air flow will flow between 
the bottom plate (air introducing side) and the top plate (air exhausting side) by 
forced air circulation or air convection. Electrical equipment between the plates will 
be cooled by the airflow. The user will select the number of openings (i.e. how many 
covered by solid plate) and whether they will have a fan, perforated plate, or 
variable opening grommet depending on the particular needs of the electrical 
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equipment that needs cooling. It is noted that applicant has no limitations to limit 
claim 1 to an "image forming" apparatus and thus this is deemed an intended use 
given little patentable weight. 

5. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Koike, Medlin et al., and JP '954 all teach various cooling devices for 
electrical equipment.
